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The following information was extracted from reports of freight movement 
at six stations on the border of the Polish-Administered Zone during the 
period from 21 to 3 April 1947. 


1, East bound vellroad traffic through Frankfurt/Oder comprised 4,905 
loaded freight care, as opposed to 373 weathound, Of the eastbound 
cars, 636 carried army personnel or equipment. The breakdown for the 
latter is as follows:

In addition, 1,050 cars carried dismantled mechinery, uainly from the 
coal pite of Hermwingheff and Regis Breitingesn. The largest single 
item ahipped east was potash, totalling 929 care which passed through 
Frankfurt during the period. 


2, At the border station of Wehrkirch, all eastbound care (164) carried 
potash; all woat bound care (591) transported coal. 


3. At the border station of Scheune there were 2,603 cars of freight moved 
eaat during the peried, a8 opposed to 421 in the oppesite direction, 
156 eastbound care carried army personnel or equipment as follovs:
